FORTY-NINER and TALLYHO 
were selected by rose judges. who 
rated the new offerings for the past 
year, as bein gthe two best new 
roses to be introduced this year. 
They were both produced by Pacific 
Coast breeders. 

FORTY-NINER is described as 
the most brilliantly colored bi-color- 
ed rose ever produced. Colors are 
long lasting. The outside of the pet- 
als is rich chrome-yellow, sometimes 
overlaid with pink, changing to 
straw yellow in the open bloom. The 
inside of the petals is a brilliant 
Oriental red. Buds are long pointed 
and open to flowers with 25 to 40 
petals. Long stems, fairly free from 
thorns, $2.50 each. 

TALLYHO—A new color in roses. 
The color on the inside of the petals 
is a delightful shade of pink and the 
outside of petals varies from crim- 
son to cardinal red. Although a bi- 
color, the contrast is not great. 
Ovoid buds. Spicy fragrance. Long 
stemmed, lasting flowers. Robust 
grower. $2.50. 


FLORIBUNDA ROSES 


The Floribundas are really hybrid 
polyanthas. They are usually crosses be- 
tween polyanthas and hybrid tea varie- 
ties. They are larger flowered than the 
polyanthas but flower in clusters and 
have the same quality of almost continu- 
ous production of flowers. They can’t be 
beaten for producing great masses of 
continuous color in the garden. For best 
effects, plant them in groups or rows, a 
number of a single variety together.

They should be 
used where continuous color is wanted, 
along drives, in front of other shrubs 
and as low hedges.

HALF STANDARD 
TREE ROSES 


These are shorter tree roses budded 
about 28 inches above the ground. These 
little trees are useful where a full height 
rose tree is too tall. We have chosen 
varieties of the polyantha and floribunda 
types so as to make trees that will be as 
nearly continuously in bloom as is pos- 
sible with roses. From June until fall 
frosts these little trees will be in bloom 
most of the time. The following varieties 
are available but not in great numbers. 


BABY LILLIAN—This is a hybrid 
chinensis minima. Small flowers and 
small leaves. Begonia rose in color. 

LULU—Salmon pink. Long pointed 
buds. Ideal boutonniere rose. 

NIGGER BOY—Almost continuously 
blooming, brilliant crimson flowers.

Oregon.

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TREE ROSES 


A tree rose is a bush rose that is 
budded about 42 inches high on cane of 
another species of rose. We bud our tree 
roses on a thornless stock that does not 
send up root suckers. The ordinary wild 
rose, that is too often used for a tree 
rose stock, is prone to fill the surround- 
ing ground with suckers that must be 
continually cut down. Our stock does 
not do this and seems to be much longer- 
lived than the common wild stock. 

These color ful plants should be more 
used in landscape work. They produce 
large amounts of color through a very 
long season. Where one wants a supply 
of fine, exhibition type rose buds for 
cut flowers, the hybrid-tea varieties are 
most satisfactory. If a great mass of 
color is wanted through many months, 
give attention to floribundas and poly- 
anthas as tree roses. Climbers, of varie- 
ties that produce weak canes, make beau- 
tiful weepers.
